D.R. Clandinin 


Donald R. Clandinin, Professor Em- 
eritus of Poultry Nutrition, was a fac- 
ulty member from 1938 until his re- 
tirement in 1979. During his tenure, 
he conducted both basic and applied 
research in nutrition and poultry pro- 
duction, and since his retirement has 
continued an active research program. 
As a research scientist, Dr. Clan- 
dinin’s scientific publications exceed 
100. The practical applications of his 
research have had an economic impact 
in Canada and have contributed to 
improving the efficiency of poultry 
production throughout the world, 
which has increased the affordability 
of poultry products to hundreds of 
millions of people world-wide. 


D.R. Clandinin 


A graduate of the Universities of 
British Columbia and Wisconsin, Dr. 
Clandinin began his career with Al- 
berta Agriculture, as a geneticist in 
the Provincial Poultry Plant, before 


joining the University. During his 
years with the University, his research 
in the effective use of rapeseed and 
canola was of great value. Canola is 
now Canada’s third most important 
grain export. Dr. Clandinin’s research, 
and the overseas missions he under- 
took for the Government of Canada, 
have contributed significantly to the 
wise and efficient use of canola. 

Dr. Clandinin was, and continues to 
be, a member of numerous associ- 
ations and has acted as president or 
chairman of several, including the 
World’s Poultry Science Association 
(Canadian Branch), International 
Rapeseed Committee (Canadian de- 
legation), Canadian Committee on 
Animal Nutrition, and the Poultry 
Science Association. Among his hon- 
ors and awards are: Queen’s Silver Ju- 
bilee Medal; Alberta Government 
Achievement Award for Excellence in 
Poultry Science; Fellow, Poultry Asso- 
ciation of America; and the Canola 
Research Award. 


Joe Clark 


A native Albertan and alumnus of the 
University, Joe Clark graduated with 
his baccalaureate and master’s de- 
grees in history and political science, 
respectively. Upon graduation, he was 
a lecturer in political science at the 
University and later, a journalist for 
CBC radio and television, the Calgary 
Herald and the Edmonton Journal. 
Mr. Clark then entered politics and 
held several positions, including Pri- 
vate Secretary to the then Alberta 
Progressive Conservative (P.C.) 
leader, W.J.C. Kirby, 1959; National 
President of the P.C. Student Feder- 
ation; Director of Alberta Premier Pe- 
ter Lougheed’s provincial organiza- 
tion, 1966-67; Executive Assistant to 
the Hon. R.L. Stanfield; Member of 
Parliament since 1972; elected Na-

tional Leader of the P.C. party, 1976; 


Prime Minister of Canada, May 1979” 


to March 1980. Mr. Clark is now 
Minister of External Affairs. 

As Leader of the P.C. Party, Mr. 
Clark was instrumental in three key 
areas: parliamentary reform; govern- 
ment financial responsibility and ac- 
countability; and renewed federalism 
based on consensus and cooperation. 
As Prime Minister, Mr. Clark intro- 
duced a financial planning system 
which shifted responsibility for budget 
control from one central agency to a 
series of Cabinet committees. The sys- 
tem remains in force. © 

Mr. Clark has been honored with 
honorary Doctor of Laws degrees 
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from the Universities of New Bruns- 
wick and Calgary. He received the Al- 
berta Order of Exellence in 1983. 


Sheila Egoff 


Sheila Egoff, internationally-known 
teacher, lecturer, critic and author, is 
highly respected as an authority on 
Canadian children’s books. Her first 
book, The Republic of Childhood: a 
Critical Guide to Canadian Children’s 
Literature in English, written in 1967 
and revised in 1975, set standards for 
evaluating Canadian children’s books 
and was a landmark in promoting Ca- 
nadian children’s books as a body of 
literature. 

In 1973, Professor Egoff, with Al- 
vine Belisle, prepared an annotated 
catalogue for an exhibition arranged 
by the National Library of Canada. 
Notable Canadian Children’s Books/ 
un choix de livres canadiens pour la 
Jeunesse showed the historical de- 
velopment of our literature for chil- 
dren. The list has been published an- 
nually since then by the National 
Library and has become an invaluable 
tool for librarians, as well as for pub- 
lishers who are interested in trans- 
lating notable Canadian children’s 
books into the other official language. 


Sheila Egoff 


A graduate of the University of To- 
ronto and University College London, 
England, Professor Egoff began her li- 
brary career with the Galt Public Li- 
brary and later was with the Toronto 
Public Library. She has been on fac- 
ulty of the School of Librarianship, 
University of British Columbia, since 
1962 and her efforts to promote Cana- 
dian children’s books to her students 
has produced librarians who encour- 
age children across the country to 
read Canadian children’s books. 


Donald Harvie 


Donald Harvie 


Donald Harvie, Chairman of the 
Board and Chief Executive Officer of 
the Devonian Group of Charitable 
Foundations, is a native Albertan and 
alumnus of this University. Mr. Har- 
vie guides the Foundations, estab- 
lished by his father, Eric Harvie, in 
1955. After his father’s death, Mr. 
Harvie assumed the responsibility of 
the Foundation’s self-liquidation. 
Through the initiative of the Devonian 
Group, projects have been undertaken 
with partners, and consequently far 
more has been accomplished, and con- 
tinues to be accomplished, than the 
Group itself could have done alone. 
The Foundations place priority on 
projects in three areas: public parks; 
applied scientific research; and his- 
toric preservation and museums. 

Mr. Harvie’s father also founded, 
with an equal cash gift from the pro- 
vincial government, the Glenbow- 
Alberta Institute. A large additional 
gift from the Harvie family included 
museum collections, historical records 
and archives with emphasis on West- 
ern Canada and native culture. After 
the Glenbow Museum was built in 
Calgary by the province, large addi- 
tional collections were given by the 
Devonian Group, and the Museum is 
now internationally-recognized. Mr. 
Harvie sits as a senior director on the 
Glenbow-Alberta Institute and much 
of its success results from his partici- 
pation. 

In 1981, Mr. Harvie was awarded 
the Order of Canada. He is currently 
director of a number of corporations 
including the Bank of Montreal, the 
Molson Companies Ltd., Northern 
Telecom Ltd., and B.P. Canada. 


Helen Hunley 


The Hon. Helen Hunley, recently 
inducted Lieutenant-Governor of Al- 
berta, was born and raised in Alberta. 
She owned and operated an imple- 
ment and truck dealership and insur- 
ance agency in Rocky Mountain 
House prior to centring her business 
interests in an insurance agency, 
Helen Hunley Agencies Ltd., in 1968. 

She relinquished her business to en- 
ter provincial politics and in 1971. was 
first elected to the legislature. In her 
first term, Miss Hunley was appointed 
Minister without Portfolio and in 
1973 was appointed Solicitor-General. 
She was re-elected in 1975 and re- 
appointed to the Cabinet as Minister 
of Social Services and Community 
Health. 

Miss Hunley also served in the mu- 
nicipal arena, as Town Councillor for 
six years and then as Mayor of Rocky 
Mountain House for five years. She 
was active in community affairs and 
volunteer agencies, particularly the 
Red Cross and Boy Scout Organiza- 
tions.

David C. McDonald 


The Hon. Mr. Justice C. McDonald, 
Justice of the Supreme Court of Al- 
berta, is an alumnus of the University 
who has been affiliated with the Fac- 
ulty of Law for some 20 years. Upon 
completion of a Rhodes scholarship, 
he joined the Edmonton law firm of 
McCuaig, McCuaig, Desrochers, 
Beckingham and McDonald and spent 
15 years with the firm prior to being 
appointed Justice of the Trial Division 
of the Supreme Court of Alberta in 
1974. In 1979, he continued as a Jus-

tice of the Court when it was renamed 
as the Court of Queen’s Bench of Al- 
berta. 

Mr. Justice McDonald was Chair- 
man of the McDonald Royal Commis- 
sion, appointed to inquire into certain 
activities of the RCMP, and is one of 
the founders of the Canadian Institute 
for the Administration of Justice 
(formerly at York University, it is 
now located in the Law Centre here). 

He has been active in matters con- 
cerning the education and competency 
of judges throughout Canada and has 
written a number of scholarly judg- 
ments. Having earned a widespread 
reputation as an interpreter of the 
law, he has been invited to address a 
number of international meetings of 
judges and lawyers.

Leo Mol, internationally-acclaimed 
sculptor and painter, is a native of the 
Ukraine.

He 
immigrated to Canada in 1948 and 
since that time has produced works 
which are now in collections and gal- 
leries throughout the world. Mr. Mol 
has executed busts of such dignitaries 
as John Diefenbaker, Dwight 
Eisenhower, Pope Paul VI, Pope Paul 
II, Cardinal Tisserant and members of 
the Group of Seven. He has also de- 
signed and executed more than 80 
stained-glass windows and his work is

Omeljan Pritsak is Director of the 
Ukrainian Research Institute at Har- 
vard University. 

Professor Pritsak was the initiator 
of the Institute which resulted from a 
plan he proposed to the U.S. Ukrai- 
nian community for the endowment of 
three professional chairs in Ukrainian 
studies. The end result was that three 
chairs, in the disciplines of language, 
literature and history, were fully en- 
dowed at Harvard and the Institute 
was Officially established. In 1975, 
Professor Pritsak was named the first 
occupant of the Hrushevsky chair. 

Professor Pritsak has numerous 
scholarly works to his credit and his 
scholarly career was highlighted in 
1981 with the publication by Harvard 
University Press of the first volume on 
The Origin of Rus’: Old Scandinavian 
Sources other than the Sagas. It has 
been called the best example to date _ 
of the application of Turkology and 
Altaic and Central Asian studies to 
the study of Ukrainian and East Euro- 
pean history. 

Professor Pritsak holds membership 
in a number of learned societies, in- 
cluding the American Medieval Acad- 
emy, and is a Fellow of the Ukrainian

Bernard Snell 


Bernard Snell, former President of the 
University of Alberta Hospitals, 
joined the Hospital in 1957 as As- 
sistant Medical Superintendent, fol- 
lowing 10 years of medical/hospital 
work in England. He was appointed 
Medical Superintendent in 1960 and 
became President six years later, a po- 
sition which he held until his retire- 
ment in 1984. In addition to his ad- 
minstrative responsibilities, Dr. Snell 
was a faculty member who taught in 
the Departments of Social and Pre- 
ventive Medicine, Community Medi- 
cine, and Health Services Adminis- 
tration and Community Health. It was 
during his tenure that the Walter C. 
Mackenzie Health Sciences Centre, 
one of the most technically advanced 
hospitals in the country, was construc- 
ted.

Throughout his career in hospital 
administration, Dr. Snell served on a 
number of national and international 
boards, including the Presidency of ° 
the Association of Canadian Teaching 
Hospitals, the By-Laws Committee of 
the American College of Hospital Ad- 
ministrators, the Council on Medical 
Administration (USA) and the federal 
Advisory Committee on Hospital- 
Acquired Infection. 

Dr. Snell, former President of the 
Edmonton Art Gallery and Chairman 
of the United Way of Edmonton, con- 
tinues to be active in the community.

Bertha Wilson is the first woman to 
be appointed to the Supreme Court of 
Canada. 

Madam Justice Bertha Wilson was 
born in Scotland and received her le- 
gal education at Dalhousie University. 
She was called to the Nova Scotia Bar 
in 1957 and subsequently practised 
with the Toronto firm of Osler, Hos- 
kin and Harcourt. She was made a 
partner in the firm in 1968 and 
achieved the rank of Queen’s Counsel 
(Q.C.) in 1973. Madam Justice 
Wilson was appointed to the Ontario 
Court of Appeal in 1975 and to the 
Supreme Court of Canada in 1982. 

She has been active in the Ontario 
and National Councils of the Cana- 
dian Bar Association and has sat as a 
member on a number of boards, for 
example, the Canadian Centre for 
Philanthropy, Carleton University and 
the Clark Institute of Psychiatry. She 
was Chairperson of the Rhodes Schol- 
arship Selection Committee in Ontario 
from 1980 to 1984.0

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Conference Discusses the Writing Process 


From 12 to 14 May, Chris Bullock 
(English) and Kay Stewart (Grant 
MacEwan Community College), on 
behalf of the Canadian Association 
for the Advanced Study of Writing 
and Reading (CAASWAR) and its 
newsletter, Inkshed, hosted the Sec- 
ond Annual Inkshed Conference on 
Writing and Reading. The conference, 
which received financial support from 
the University of Alberta (Conference 
Fund and Faculty of Arts) and Grant 
MacEwan Community College, was 
entitled “What Do We Mean By Pro- 
cess?” and was held in a retreat set- 
ting at Westridge Park Lodge. 
Presenters included Nan Johnson 
(University of British Columbia) on 
“Historical Definitions of Process,” 
Dennis Quon and Susan Stevenson 
(University of British Columbia) on 
“The Teacher in the Process,” Glenn 
Martin (University of Alberta) on 
“Classroom Memos: A Reason for 
Student Writing,” Neil Besner 
(Mount Royal College), “Process Ver- 
sus Product: A Real Opposition?” 
Amanda King (University of British 
Columbia), “A Historical Study of 
Textbooks,” Russell Hunt (St. 
Thomas University) and Susan Drain 
(Mount St. Vincent University), 


“Practical Criticism and the Liter- 
ature Assignment.” Also included was 
a special session where eight other 
presenters briefly described their re- 
search projects; these ranged from a 
world-wide comparison of responses to 
poetry to a survey of post-secondary 
writing programs in Canada. 

A special feature of Inkshed Con- 
ference is that writing is built into the 
conference program. At various points 
during each conference registrants are 
invited to respond in writing to the is- 
sues raised during conference sessions. 
These responses are then edited by ad 
hoc editorial boards, published during 
the conference and become the subject 
matter for several discussion sessions. 


This year the “inksheddings,” as these 
written responses are called, provoked 
heated discussion on the issue of the 
most appropriate ways of teaching 
reading and-writing and the context 
(social, psychological, semiological) in 
which this teaching takes place.

Canadian schools have partici- 
pated in the competition in recent 
years, and this year was the first in 
which the University of Alberta was 
represented, This is the highest plac- 
ing of any Canadian team in the his- 
tory of the competition.
